WASHINGTON  (UPl)  _ A 
discovery  that  hot  hydrogen 
gases  emit  shortwave  radio 
waves  so  powerful  that  nothing 
known  can  stop  them  is  threaten- 
ing to  make  uneconomic  the 
harnessing  of  the  H-bomb  for 
peacetime  power.
